5. Disqualifications : No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a maniac* 

with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law ap- 
plicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per- 
son from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax : Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

7. Savings : Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva-

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relex; — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect of any class or category 
of persons or posts.

G.S.R. 1521. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3 read with section 7 of the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund, Family Pension and Bonus Schemes Act, 1948 (46 

of 1948), the Central Government hereby makes the follow- 
ing Scheme further to amend the Coal Mines Provident Fund 
Scheme published with the notification of the Government 
of India in the lato Ministry of Labour No. PF. 15(5)/48 
dated the lllh December, 1948, namely: — 

1. This Scheme may be called the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund (Third Amendment) Scheme, 1972. 

2. For Sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 8 of the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund Scheme the following sub-paragraph 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

"(2) If any Irustee leaves India for a period of six 
months or more without intimation to the Chairman 
of the Board, he shall cease to be a trustee : 

Provided that the Central Government may restore him 
to trusteeship, if it is satisfied that there were 
reasonable grounds for his leaving India without 
intimation to the Chairman”.
